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A WHALER. 
Those who have never taken the trouble or 
nover have 
ship, fitted ry 
Horn, will be ignorant of what they have lost 
until a leisure moment is proftably employed in 
that way. There, between the plank and tim- 
bers of a ship of four hundred tons, is a little 
world—a monarchy in miniature, with an Empo- 
ror whose power is absolute as that of the Moon's 
twin brother who reigns in China, and with oc- 
cupations as various as are to be found in a house 
of industry. There is em i at his forge a 
blacksmith, and here as deliberatoly following 
his avocation, a carpenter, while ndar at hand 
is to be seen the sailmaker pursuing the even te- 
nor of his seam, and wiiiling away tho time with 
asong. The whole deck from the tafrail to the 
heel of the bowsprit, presents to the eye of the 
beholder the idea and the picture of a communi- 
ty who know ef nothing beyond the bulwarks, 
and to whom every thing further off was the 
same as if it never bad existed. Just forward of 
the main mast is seen, deeply embedded in bricks 
and mortar, a huge boiler that looks as if the 
waters of the Pacific itself were to be heated, and 
the whale and mis-shapen walras boiled to a 
jelly, and started into casks for New England 
consumption. Abaft this is the camboose, or 
*toffice of the doctor,”’ as the sailors are in the 
habit of calling the cook, and truly it is a place 
that will be looked upon for the three succeeding 
yoars with not a little interest, as the source from 
whence emanates tho supplies of beef and pork, 
but without any thing to recommend it to the 
attention of strangers, who are less interested. 

Next to the deck, in int of interest, iw the 
steerage, filled with implements of destreetion to 
big fish that swim in the far off seas of other cli- 
mates, and tenanted by the boat steerers, who are 
to make the first incision of the person of the 
black lord of the ocean. Here too isthe tackle 
with which bis blubber is torn off bis huge bones, 
and hoisted on board, and here is the kaife and 
spade that render them manageable. Separated 
from the steorage by a slight partition, is the ca- 
bin, the seat of government, within the precincts 
of which no man must come with his hat on. It 
is an eating, a sleeping, and a sitting room, be- 
sides being a store house of rum, tobacco, and 
‘slop work,"’ which articles are teken out by 
the Captain for retail, and which sometimes eat 
up the entire vayage of a fore mast hand. The 
cabin, too, is occasionally a work shop, if occa- 
sion require it, and the sailors aver that many a 
small job ie done beneath the quarter deck. 

But of all curious places the fore castle is the 
most 80. There in a little room not more than 
a dozen fect square, are stowed, hoads and points, 
twenty men, with their chests, thew bedding, 
and their small stores for a three years crume. — 
There they are, through heat end through cold, 
day after day, and month after month, wedged 
into a space that would destroy 0 many rats; 
and living, singing, and growing fat, by far 
the happiest of the ship's company. With a bol- 
ly full of beef, a horn of grog, and an ‘eight 
besvel whale,’’ they envy not the wealthy or the 
great, and they fear nothing but the lance pole 
of the Exst mate. The forecastie is also a mage- 
zine of wonderful stories, and songs abou “bloody 
loveyers."*—Many is the weatherbeaten tar, who, 
seated upon « sea chest, has recounted to hie 
tailworn pani ~ of ghosts at ses, 
and wonderful sounds beard during night wateber 
whea the billows oem Saeies Sa 
by the tempestuous w an sea. 
= heeseastie is also a place of comfort —dog com- 
fort—where fatigued men ley themselves down

Here isa letter of Voltaire. How regu- 
lar, how clear, how careful, with how fow marks 
of individuality of character! Here is scarcely 
a trace of imagination or of feeling; no hur- 
rying earnestness, scarcely a single letter com- 
pletely and roundly formed, and a sort of con- 
tomptuous dash or pigtail at the end of many of 
his words, full of scorn and impertinence. 

Heyne is in hie writing exactly what he was 
in reality—firm, upright, formal, with some an- 
gulerity anda d deal of eccentricity. Every 
word looks as if, in inditing it, he had overcome} 
- less difficultios than those which beset his 
life. 

Tho next letter is Madame de Stacl'’s. The 
writing is hasty and irrogular; and ite imperfee- 
tion seems as if it procoeded from eagerness and 
carelessness, rather than from inability to exhi- 
bit her mind, or the want of any to exhibit,— 
There is throughout the penmanship a singular 
mixture of weakness and strength; and he must 
be a novice in billet-doux who does not perceive, 
at a glance, the warmth, boldness, and decision 
of her mind, 

Then we find a letter by Franklin in hie 75th 
year. The hand is of a mercantile character, 
and as flowing, clerk-like, and complete as pos- 
sible. All ie rogular and formal; and there are 
in hws dashes, flourishes, and spaces, abundant 
tokens of that porsonal vanity wherein Franklin 
was by no means deficient. 

A long letter of Chriatina of Sweden exhibits 
a very chafacteristic penmanship. ‘The lines 
are crooked and irregular, and full of the marks 
of haste; the letters large, dashing, angular, im- 
perfect, and ill-connected. The writing must 
strike every one as indicative of pretension, 
vanity, carelessness, and passion, and very 
meagre in feeling 

Hore are a few lines from the pen of the 
young Pretender, as weak and full of failure as 
his lite. 

Next, we have a letter of Robespicrre, a fol- 
low-townsman of Vidocg, (both were born at 
Arres,) anda more celebrated rascal than he.— 
In this writing we see but litle attention to de- 
taile, and yet no openness or grandeur in the 
forms. Yet the execution is freer and better 
than the conception. There is no elegance any 
where, nothing like a flourw#h except at his own 
name. It would seem that he had no pleasure 
in beauty of ornament not conneeted directly 
with his own importance. Nothing can be con- 
ceived more opposite to boldness and exuberance 
of mind; and though the letter is very short, and 
not « public one, it contains several corrections 
of words, whieh indicate « certam study of ef- 
fect. One fancies the writing to be full of cun- 
ning and meanness. 

A few lines by Calvin are as bold, energetic, 
and decided as ble. Many of the letters 
are ill-conceived, but they ere executed (like 
Servetas) with the utmest determination and 
vigour, It seems as if he had thought of no- 
thing but going right on to the end of his design, 
and stamping his name on it when completed ; 
and the effect, * abundantly strong, 
rough and burried. There ie no ornamep whal- 


ever. 
We have before us « few Mons te Baynes’. 
which are as peculiar and as 
of penmanship as could be expected from him 
It is round, boid, cleer, and graceful, and a feel- 
tg of the beautiful seems (to have been present 
to him in the formation of every letier.

The vessels are 
generally armed, and engaged in the slave 
trade, and are owned and fitted out at the Ha- 
vena. 


THE LINE SHIP PENNSYLVANIA. 

A writer in the Charleston Courier, in cor- 
recting some misstatements concerning this new 
ship, which have lately gone the rounds in the 
papers, states the following:—The Pennsylva- 
nia is a first class line of battle ship, what sea- 
men call a three decker. She will carry 120 
guns on her three gun decks, and about 20 or 
24 carronades upon her spar deck; leaving her 
geng ways and poop unencumbered. As nearly 
as [ could ascertain the dimensions of thie ship 
—for no measuring was allowed when I visited 
her, but her length and breadth could be nearly 
come at from thoce of the house under which she 
is built—she is about 280 feet upon deck, and 59 
or 60 feet upon the beam, and will measure pro- 
bably abut 4000 tons, register tonnage. She 
will certainly carry long 42 pounders on her lower 
deck, but it is to be hoped that nothing heavier 
than long 32's will be ht of for the mid- 
die and main decks. On the spare dock, 42 
pound cerronades will be placed.

of the Lehigh, it is no small gratification to meet 
with a hearty welcome and right noble cheer, 
such as the Landlord of the Hotel is ever read 
to serve up, as hundreds ean attest who pastesh 
of it last summer. It is understood, too, that 
there will be a Packet boat running from Bethle- 
hem, when the Canal is in complete operation; 
80 that an opportunity will be afforded for those 
to come to Mauch Chunk who could not sus- 
tain the fatigue of riding — Lehigh Pioneer. 


The Barnstable, Mass. Gazette states that tho

We have again been favored to meet in the 


‘ous interoeting concerns which have, at this time, 
engaged our attention, the different allotments 
of our absent brethren and sistors, under the pe- 
euliar trials that have attended them, since our 
last meeting, have deeply interested our best 
feeling. 

We may inform you, that this meeting has 
been large; and in its several sittings we have

We are also constrained to declare, that we 
know none amongst us who deny the Scriptures. 
Sheuld any euch be found, we recommend them 
to the particular care of the Soowty, that by 
suitable labor, they may be convinced of their 
error, tlow could we escape the charge of hy- 
pocrisy, should we deny the Seriptures, and at 
the same time call, ae we doin the queries, for a 
frequent perusal of them in our families, We 
highly osteom those invaluable writings, and 
desire that all, and more particularly the youth 
of our eoviety, may become more acquamted 
with their interesting contents. But in coince:- 
dence of belief with our worthy predecessora, 
we admit there is ‘ta more sure worl of prophe 
ey,’’ whieh inspired the servants-of God before 
the Scriptures were writen. But we soek not 
to derogate from the letter, or m any respect to 
impeach te authentieity But the most mpor- 
tant charge preferred against ua by the separa- 
tists, gocmms to be that we deny the fundamental 
prine iptos of the Christian pow and that 
we reject the offered means of salvation through 
Jesus Christ. When charges of auch serous 
import are disseminated, by some who wore 
once active members of the society, it is due to 
others, and to ourrelves, to meet them with a 
direct contradiction 

The history of our Society ertablishes the 
fact, that fiends have ever taken a view of 
theso miteresting trutha, in some respects difler- 
ing from that of coulemporanoous protossors 
and our early frienca, were, by some, charged 
with adenial of Christ. But they pronounced 
this accusation, as we do now, * a very great 
slander."* 

We can, ta sincerity, adopt the language used 
by William Penn, via: * However positively we 
may reject, or deny, our adversary'’s unteripin- 
ral and imaginary satisfaction, let all know, 
this, that we pretend not to know any other name, 
by which remesion, atonement, and saivation, 
ean be obtamed, but Jesus Chriet the Saviour 
who ie the power and wisdom of God.’’ This 
we conceive to be eceptural doctrine, taught by 
our blessed Lord, when in that prepared body, 
in which he came to do the Father's will, Christ 
tes‘ bed, ** The Father that dwetleth in me, he 
doveth ise worke."’ And again: 1 do nothing 
of myself, Dut as my Father hath tanght me, 
I speak tere éhings,"’—And saith the Apos- 
ihe: ** God wag in Chrat sosnnelting the world 
unto hiewelf."* Gor depoadence should be oo 
this eure foundation, * Chriet ta us the hopo of 
Glery;”" as an active princ'plo in the soul of 
mon, bringing into subjection every propensity, 
producing in the obedient the fruits of the king- 
dom ef Gad, 

The present circumstances of our society, 
present a favorable opportunity for the exercise 
of forbearance, brotherly kindness, and charity; 
being more ready to forgive thea to resent inja- 
As we come into this tle spirit, we shell 
moze and more witness, our Own experience, 
the weapons of our warfare te be, not casnel, 
but spiritual; and that‘ greater is he that is in 
us, than he that is in the wosrld."’

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

Captain Jackson, of the revenue cutter Marion, 
arrived at Savannah from Key West, states, upon 
unquestionable authority, the fact of many Span- 
ish vesels sailing from the Havana for the coast of 
Africa, with only two or three weeks’ provisions 
on board, depending entirely for further supplies 
upon the different vessels they may fall in with, 
and from whom they ean rob. The vessels are 
generally armed, and engaged in the slave 
trade, and are owned and fitted out at the Ha- 
vena. 


THE LINE SHIP PENNSYLVANIA. 

A writer in the Charleston Courier, in cor- 
recting some misstatements concerning this new 
ship, which have lately gone the rounds in the 
papers, states the following:—The Pennsylva- 
nia is a first class line of battle ship, what sea- 
men call a three decker. She will carry 120 
guns on her three gun decks, and about 20 or 
24 carronades upon her spar deck; leaving her 
gang ways and poop unencumbered. As nearly 
as I could ascertain the dimensions of thie ship 
—for no measuring was allowed when I visited 
her, but her length and breadth could be nearly 
come at from those of the house under which she 
is built—she is about 280 feet upon deck, and 59 
or 60 feet upon the beam, and will measure pro- 
bably abut 4000 tons, register tonnage. She 
will certainly carry long 42 pounders on her lower 
deck, but it is to be hoped that nothing heavier 
than long 32's will be ¢ ht of for the mid- 
dle and main decks. On the spare dock, 42 
pound carronades will be placed.

from Key West. An affair occurred at that place 
on 26th ult. between William M'Crea, Eeq. 
District Attorney, and Capt. C. E. Hawkins, 
formerly of the Mexican brig Hermione, in 
which the former was killed. The following are 
the particulars of thie melancholy 
which we have been favored with. 
It appears that these gentlemen had long | 
been at variance, arising from an illicit inter-
